XOGBABE, SOCBEF was put under an oral ccntract, paid a monthly salary and 
asslgi^ the specific duty of spotting potential agents (outside Canada) for 
stand*hy KDQOWB^type operations* This eositract vent Into effect 1 i^rll 
197T and vets terminated March 1939 because DOCHHV bod outlived his use- 
fulness as sn effective og«xt spotter, handler and the undisputed leader of 
the BV.) 

3* At the leist meeting with the KnBARg representative In Bev Tork, 

DOCEEV Indicated that be Intends to engage In clandestine InteBLgence collection 
behind the Iron Curtain and in Western Biropc (as he had before his Isadgratlon 
to Canada), with Canada as his base of opersetlona. Subject specifically 
intends to establish contact with one Anotole ISABOT of Vienna, Austria. 

BlBARg has so interest in this matter beyond alerting Munich Vienna of 
OOCSBV's Intentions .

lntei*preted as a provocation attesipt on the part of DOCHEV.
